AN ACT to authorise the town of Trenton, county of Washington, 
to pay bounties to families of drafted men, or to substitutes of 
drafted men. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows:

When the tax voted at a special town ties so fa  
et drafted mea, meeting held in the town of Trenton, in the county of 

Washington, in this state, in the month of February, 
A. D. 1665, for the purpose of paying bounties to vol-
unteers, shall have been collected according to law, it 
shall be lawful, and the said town is hereby authorised 
and empowered, through its proper officer or officers, to 
pay or issue orders to drafted men or their families, or 
to any drafted man who shall furnish a substitute ,ored-
ited to said town upon its quota under die last call of 
the president of the United States for men to serve in 

mit to bounty. the military service of the United States not exceed-
ing two hundred dollars to each family of drafted men, 

. or to each substitute for a drafted man.
